or work and material pertaining to 
their respective 
bureaus,

effect at whistle, 7.30 a. m., iFeb. 1, 
1909. 
At the aforementioned 
time 


the principal technical assistant will 
assume control of all .public works 
and the equipment thereof, for their 


care, repair, improvements and pre- 
servation, and of all public material, 
machinery, tools and appliances on 
the yard 
or 
connected 
therewith, 


not carried by 
the 
general 
store- 


keeper or bureau ,of. medicine and 
surgery. 
The 
naval 
magazines, 


where explosives are stored, the ma- 
rine barracks, naval prison and wire- 
less telegraph station are 
exempt 


from this order and will be retained 
as at present, also the handling __ of 
coal in the plant. 


The heads of the departments of 


steam engineering, equipment, ord- 
nance and yards and docks will, be- 
fore 'February 1, furnish the princi- 
pal technical assistant' with a list of 
their employes to be turned 
over, 


their ratings, rates of pay and any 
other 
information 
concerning them 


that he may desire. 
Ratings, rates

The inspectors and the civil engi- 


neer will retain, such 
clerical 
and 


drafting force and 
messengers 
as 


are absolutely necessary for

ency and expedition in Ihe 'perform- 
ance o£ their duties and will report 
on February 2, the names, occupa- 
tion and rates of pay of all so 
re- 


tained. 


The orders for work under way 


and authorized, with their percent- 
age of 
completion, 
estimates 
and 


amounts 
authorized and 
necessary 


to complete, and allotments of funds 
for February, will also be furnished 
to him by that time. 


•Heads of departments and 
the 


civil engineer will retain their pres- 
ent 
offices as inspectors until con- 


centration is 
accomplished, 
which 


•will be done as soon as possible. 


All work under way will proceed 


in the same manner as is now go- 
ing on, until changed by the princi- 
pal technical assistant. 


The inspectors and the civil engi- 


neer will also

MEDICAL MEN IN 'SCHOOLS 


One of the important -measures be- 


fore the legislature is the Stearns 
bill for the appoinment of school 
physicians. 


The bill in substance as follows: 


The board of healtb -of every city and 
town 
shall 
appoint 
one 
or more 


school .physicians, shall assign one 
to «ach .public school within its jur- 
isdiction, and provide them with the 
proper facilities for the performance 


of their duties. Every physician shall 
make prompt examination of all chil- 
dren referred to him, and such fur- 
ther examination of teachers, jani- 
tors and school buildings as in hif 
opinion the protection of the health 
of the pupils may require. 
Even- 


child returning to school without a 
certificate from the board of healtb 
after an absence on account of illness 
or from unknown cause shall be re- 
ferred to the school physician for 
examination, and also every -child in 
the schools who show signs of being 
in ill health or of suffering from in 
fectious or contagious disease, uness 
such child is at once excluded from 
the saboo] by the teacher. Parents or 
guardians shall be notified of any rlis 
ease, or defects from which a' child 
may be 
suffering, and 
in ease o;
